Concerning the October Uprlsir 


the unit was put on a Class II alert (all passes and leaves were cancelled 
and the unit had to be ready to fire in five minutes time) . The alert was 
called off on 21 October 1956. 


other unit COs also sent EM home apparently without government or rebel 
instruction. 


Several of the partisans went to a 

truck station in Szentendre (N47-40, E19-05), where they managed to acquire 
two ZIS 5- ton trucks and two unidentified rubber-wheeled prime movers . They
